which Patrick Cullinane (24), who 
resided with fis people at Portroe, and was 
employed at the quarries, was killed instantly 
when he was struck by portion of a rock, 
following blasting operations, He was un- 
married, and a native of Roscarbery, Co.

John McCormack, foreman, said that at 
about 5 o'clock last evening Cullinane and 
five other men were working under him at 
blasting operations. They had fired off one 
blast, and were excavating the débris. The 
deceased man and Denis Kennedy were quite 
close to a very large, upright rock. Witness 
saw portion of the rock toppling over, and 
shouted. Kennedy rushed out, but Cullinane, 
who was: in a stooping position, was caught 
by the fall of a large portion of the stone, 
weighing: about two tons. 

The deceased man’s father, in evidence, 
said that he was foreman of a small gang, 
and was working within seven feet of his son. 
Witness said that the occurrence was a pure 
accident, ' 

Dr. J: Murnane, Portroe, said: that from 
the injuries he would say that the deceased 
man had got warning and was, in fact, 
making an effort to escape when the stone 
fell on him, dislocating his neck. 

The jury returned a verdict of “ accidental 


death.”’

SATURDAY NIGHT’S INTERVIEW.

The interview, which took place at 
Government Buildings on Saturday night, 
was between Mr. W. Norton, Mr. Sean P. 
Campbe!l (President of the Trades Union 

- Congress), and. Mr. Eamonn Lynch (Secre- 
tary of the Trades Union Congress), on 
behalf of the workers, and President “le 
Valera and Mr. Sean McEntee, “the 
Minister for Finance. 

The Labour deputation registered a 
strong protest against the decision of the 
Government on the previous night not to 
withdraw the whole of the ‘‘cuts’’ in the 
case of the lower-paid civil servants, and 
urged that the decision should be recon- 
sidered. 

At the end of a two-hours’ discussion, 
however, Mr. McEntee, with the con- 
currence of the President, refused to con- 
cede anything further, suggesting that the 
Government had already been generous in 
suspending the operation of fifty per cent. 
of the “cut ” in the case of the lower- 
paid grades until the report of the Civil 
Service Commission appears. Had le 
allowed the full ten-points drop to operate 
in all cases he would have saved a much- 


needed £150,000. 
LABOUR SUGGESTIONS, 


“The decision to impose a cut on every- 
body and a double cut on some,” declared 
Mr. Norton, in a statement after the 
interview, ‘is a great disappointment to 
Labour, and we shall have to consider 
what attitude we will adopt towards it.” 

In Labour circles during the week-end

At a meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Civil Service Clerical Associa- 
tion held last night in Dublin, the @osi- 
tion of the Association in relation to the 
threatened ‘‘ cuts ” in the bonus was con- 
sidered. | 

The Union is maintaining close contact 
with Mr. W. Norton, T.D., and the trades 
union deputation which is in negotiation 
with President de Valera: and Mr. 
McEntee. : 

Interviewed at the conclusion of the 
meeting, Mr. Heron, the General Secre- 
tary, stated that, from the point of view 
of the Clerical Grades of the Service, the 
proposal of the Government to temporarily 

suspend half the ‘‘cut’’ in respect of these 

in receipt of basic wages. not exceeding 
forty shillings weekly was entirely un- 
satisfactory. In the case of those who 
would be affected by the Government’s 
offer, the concession would be entirely in- 
adequate, while officers of long service 
with heavy family responsibilities would 
be called upon to bear. the full force of 
the ‘‘cut.’’ For instance, an officer on a 
basic salary of £150 per annum was re- 
ceiving £345 in 1921, and is now in re- 
ceipt of £227. Under the proposed ‘‘ cut ” 
he will be still further reduced to £212. 


THE BONUS AGREEMENT. 

The contention that there is anything 
sacrosanct about what is called “ the 
bonus agreement ” is absurd, having re- 
gard to the fact that it was devised to 
meet the abnormal economic conditions 
which arose out of the European War. Its 
operation was suspended in Britain on 
grounds of hardships to the staffs, and in 
the Free State the periods of revision were 
altered Dy the Government without con- 
sulting the staffs, and it is at present the 
subject of investigation. 

On the occasion of a previous reduction, 
members of the present Government, then 
in opposition, advocated suspension, pend- 
ing investigation. It is surely not unreas- 
onable to expect that they should now 
adopt that course themselves. 

It had been demonstrated to the 
Government that the Civil Service was 
never adequately compensated for the in- 
creased cost of living, and that, since 
1921, they have suffered greater reductions 
than have any other class of wage-earners 
in the country. That they should thus be 
singled out for attack is bitterly resented, 
and must inevitably have unfavourable 
reactions on the efficiency of the Service, 
the more so as it is no longer merely a 
question of the injustice involved, but one 
of grave hardships to a large body of 
citizens who will find it impossible to 
meet their financial commitments, which 
do not vary with the movement of the cost 
of living index figure. 


LIVING ON BOUNTIES. 


Civil servants are not oblivious of the 


| fact that at the present time almost every 
other section of the community is benefit- 
ing directly or indirectly by State sub- 
sidies and bounties, while it would appear 
that these must be paid for out of the 
pockets of civil servants, who have never 
objected to contribute their share to the 
revenue of the State. They cannot, how- 
ever, see any reason why they should be 
subjected to a special tax which is not 
borne by any other section of public or 
private employés.

In 
the meantime, if the present system con- 
tinues, the majority of civil servants will 
have reached a state bordering upon 
destitution.

A HAPPY NEW YEAR. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
states:—The beginning of a new year 
inevitably finds us wondering what for- 
tunes it has in store for us, and not for 
our private lives alone, but for our 
nation and Empire and for the world at 
large. Yesterday a friendly and laudable 
instinct made us wish one another ‘ A 
happy new year ”; but with what degree 
of confidence may we expect the wish to 
be fulfilled? It is possible to find an 
answer to that question along two quite 
different lines. Most of those conversant 
with affairs at home and abroad are ready 
to admit that the world situation does 
show more promise than they would have 
dared to anticipate twelve months age 
They would be the last to encourage the 
belief that anything like complete re- 
covery can be rapid. What is quite 
certain about 1933 is that it must abound 
with difficulties. None the less, there can 
be some reasonable expectation of a 
“ happy new year ” in the sense that its 
close may find definite progress made 
towards stabilised peace and prosperity. 

But the question may profitably be 
reconsidered from quite a different point 
of view. When we desire a “ happy ” 
year for ourselves and our friends, what 
precisely do we mean by happiness? To 
identify it with peace and prosperity 
is, after all, to touch but the 
surface of life, so far as those terms are 
limited to our external circumstances. A 
year bringing unexpected wealth and con 
cord might yet, in the deeper‘sense, be a 
most unhappy. year, if material growth 
were to mean the growth of materialism. 
Equally, a year thick with troubles and 
disappointments might yet, in truth, be a 
signally happy year, if it should bring to 
us and our neighbours a clearer vision of 
God, a mind more resolved to place His 
will first, a brotherhood transferred from 
the region of sentimentality into. vivil 
consciousness of our relationships in God’s 
family.

MELBOURNE, 


The great fighting spirit of the Aus- 
tralians, which caused a dramatic change 
of fortune, has revived the interest in the 
second Test, which seemed to be waning 
on Saturday after Australia’s poor first 
innings total. A great tide of enthusiasm 
has swept Melbourne, and there were 
50,000 spectators present when Allen and 
Bowes went out to continue England’s 
innings, with the score 161 for nine. 
England were 67 runs behind, with one 
wicket to fall. . 

Allen drove the second ball of O’Reilly’s 
second over to the on boundary—a fine 
drive, which took the score to 169. In 
attempting to repeat the stroke off the 
next, however, Allen failed to get hold of 
it properly, and skyed it to Richardson 
at long on.. Richardson made a beauti- 
fully judged catch almost on the fence. 
Thus, England were all out for 169, and 
were 59 behind on the first innings. 

Woodfull, the captain, and Fingleton, 
the hero of the first innings with 83, were 
again Australia’s opening batsmen. Lar- 
wood and Allen were the opening bowlers. 
Fingleton did not shape at.all comfort- 
ably ayainst the Middlesex fast bowler. 
and he completely missed the second and 
third balls, the first of which he tried 
to turn to leg, while the second went past 
his stumps on the off side. 3

GOOD CATCH BY AMES. 


The crowd was uneasy, and with justifi- 
cation ; for Fingleton was out off the next 
ball—the fourth—for one run. He had 
flicked -an extra fast ball into Ames’s 
hands behind the wicket. Ames made no 
mistake, and Australia lost her first wicket 
with only one run scored. 

With the idee of keeping his fast men 
fresh, Jardine gave Allen a rest at 25 and 
“called back Larwood. Jardine had proved 
himself a fine tactician by the way he 
handled his bowling, and this latest move 
was another to be crowned with success.

BRADMAN ARRIVES. 


Larwood had bowled O’Brien with the 
orthodox field, but he at once altered it 
to a leg trap for Bradman. Bradman 
blocked the first ball, and how the crowd 
yelled with delight. He had at least 
done better than in the first innings, when 
he was out first ball to Bowes. Bowes 
also bowled the leg theory for Bradman, 
but the latter sent his first ball to the 
on boundary amid shouts of applause 
from the crowd. 

Allen had taken his wicket without 
having a run scored off him. Larwood’s 
had cost five. Bowes did not appear to 
be dangerous, and after having 20 scored 
off him in four overs he was replaced by 
the Notts left-hander, Voce, the fourth 
of the shock troops to be brought into 
action. 

The score had then been taken steadily 
to 45. Woodfull gave the crowd an excuse 
for a burst of cheering by driving Larwood 
powerfully to the on boundary, to send up 
the 50 in 54 minutes. Allen, who had 
had a good rest, came back for Larwood 
at 55, and Hammond was brought on for 
the first time one run later for Voce. 
These quick changes just before lunch had 
little effect on the batsmen. Bradman 
was in a menacing run-getting mood, and 
there was a tornado of cheering whenever 
he scored. Lunch was taken with the 
score at 65.
